Provision is made for bringing tin 
foods under the pure food law.

bill and report were the result of ii 
long inquiry conducted by the commit 
tee on manufactures, of which Hey 
burn is chairman. 


Heyburn Is Persistent. 


Of course there was no opportunity 
to consider lie bill or report, as it wa 
only presented March ii, the day be 
fore the ad ournment. 
But Ileybur 
is not tin* sort of man that works oui 
a problem <>f that kind for buncombe 
or mere display. He means business. 
Heyburn has tile credit of putting 
the pure food law through.

Ermine, as a 
m atte r of f a c t is nothing more th an 
the weasel or common stoat in its 
northern coat, for. like other arctic 
and subarctic anim als, tile weasel turns 
w hite in w inter In order th at it m ay be 
as Inconspicuous as possible In its en 
vironm ent of Ice and snow. 
Yet so 
abnorm ally keen of sight are tile Si­ 
berian trappers th a t they can distin­ 
guish at alm ost incredible distances 
the little black tip of the erm ine’s 
tail as it w hisks across the dazzling 
plains. 
It is very shy, is the ermine, and 
special sn ares m ust in* devised by tile 
trap p er to avoid Injuring the delicate 
skin. 
Even the sm allest of the steel 
tra p s are too heavy for such tiny an i­ 
m als as these, and here it is th a t the 
tra p p e r’s fertility of resource is most 
strikingly displayed.

dashes which show* that an erm ine has 
passed t tint way. 
Along comes the 
tiny w hite form on its erratic course 
again. 
T he grease appeals to it, and 
It 
begins 
to 
lick 
the 
knife 
blade. 
which iii those far northern 
lands, 
w here tile m ercury drops to ‘JO, 3<h JO 
degrees below zero, Is inconceivably 
cold. 
Did you never as a child on a 
w in ter’s m orning put your tongue to 
som e piece of metal only to find that 
It did not easily come aw ay ? 
So it Is 
then w ith tile erm ine, whose tiny red 
tongue is instantly frozen to the steel 
as though wit Ii glue. 
The knife being 
too heavy 
for the little anim al 
to 
carry off, it can only w alt until the 
trap p er comes upon his rounds, and 
you, my lady, have a muff of snowy 
unm arred skins.—E. A. Powell, F. R
